Which President Cleveland is 
: Said to Have Formed. 


“SENATOR GRAY FOR CHIEF JUSTICE 


Bayard to Go Back Into the Senate and 
Phelps to Become Secretary of State— 
The Tariff Debate—Other News. 


Wasuivoron, April 24.—{Special.]—It was 
erally understood when Chief Justice 
“Watte died that for thirty days thereafter no 
‘action in regard to the appointment of his 
gnecessor would be taken. The thirty days 
have expired, and the emblems of mourning 
were today removed from the capitol and 
other public buildings. Now that the proper 
“gespect has been paid the late distinguished 
frist, there is nothing left to prevent the 
presidont appointing his successor immedi- 
ately. and I learn today that he has decided 
wpon the man. ' 

The following is not mere rumor, but was 
“told your correspondent by @ prominent mem- 
per of the house, who was in consultation with 

Secretary Bayard for some time today: It is 
that MmyCleveland will, in all probability, im- 
modiately appoint Senator Gray, of Delaware, 
“chief justice, and it is further said when this 
appointment is made and the senate confirms 
‘him, that Secretary Bayard wi!l return to the 
senate in place of Senator Gray, when Minister 
Phelps will succeed him as secretary of state, 
-and he in turn will be succeeded by Edward 
Cooper, of New York, who, it is claimed, will 
make acapital minister to England. These 
changes, it is believed, will strengthen the ad- 
‘ministration materially. 

It is known that Mr. Bayard is not pleased in 
his present position, and between the two places 
minister to England and the senate—he ex- 
prosses himself now in favor of his old seat. 
Gray is the candidate of the senate, and un- 
less he be appointed Bayard cannot return to 
-his former place. Phelps, it is believed, was 
‘tendered the chief justiceship, and when such 
‘a hue and cry about it was raised all over the 
country, the president saw it was better to de- 
sist, and will, therefore, give him the portfolio 
ef the state department. Edward Cooper, 
‘who will be made minister to England, is 
a man of marked ability, whose ap- 
‘pointment would be received with 
much favor in New York. He is 
the brother-in-law of Mayor Hewitt, who has 
been considered antagonistic to Mr, Cleveland, 
and it is believed this appointment would make 
New York solid for Mr. Cleveland. 

The tariff debate is again on, and this time 

it will probably be continued with very little 
“intervening business until the Mills bill is 
either passed or defeated The galleries have 
not been so crowded this session as they were 
today during the speeches of both Messrs. Mc- 
Millin and Burrows. Both orators received much 
‘applause, and their speeches were considered 
good ones for theif respective positions. Mc- 
Millin is not an orator in any sense ofthe word, 
but his speech showed thorough familiarity 
with the subject. It, however, 
cannot be said to equal the 
efforts of Mr. Mills made last week. Mr. Bur- 
rows is the exact opposite of Mr. McMillin. 
‘He is an orator in every sense of the word, 
and even the demecrats were eompelied to 
applaud his utterances. At the conclusion of 
his speech there was not a man on the repub- 
lican side of thé house who did not congratu- 
Aate liim. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Burrows’s speech, 
when Mr, Breckinridge moved that night 
sessions be held tonight and tomorrow’ night, 
there was ebjection on the republican side. 
Both Mr. Reed and Mr. McKinley, the two 
acknowledged leaders of the republicans, ad- 
vised the party to concur, and both stated they 
would agree to Mr. Breckinridge’s proposition, 

but for the first time this session 
there was division in ranks of 
the republican party, and only 
thirteen of that side would follow their lead- 
ers. ‘The others rebelled and refused to vote 
on the motion to take arecess, thus leaving 
the house without a quorum uoting, and com- 
pelled the Cemocrats and the republican lead- 
ers to adjourn. 

General Oatés, of Alabama, said today that 
he did not believe the report that the direct 
tax Lill weuld be attached to one of the appro- 
priation bills in the senate, but if it should be 
done the democrats in the house, he believed, 
would defeat it. He had promised to allow a 
vote on it next December withont filibustering, 
and he believed the house was willing to waft 
tillthat time. However, he is confident the 
bill will be vetoed by the president; although 
Mr. Cleveland had never told him he would do 
$0. 

The Mills surplus resolution, with the Beck 
silver amendment adopted by the senate, was 
referred by the ways and means committee to- 
day to a sub-committee, composed of Messrs. 
Mills, McMillan and Kelley, which practically 
means that it will never be reported from the 
committee. 

The senate bill for the erection of public 
buildings in all towns where the gross postal 
receipts for three years past have exceeded 
£5,000 per annum, was reported favorably to- 
day by Senator Vest, from the committee on 
public buildings. The bill will be opposed on 
the grounds that the small towns of the coun- 
try are growing so rapidly that a building con- 
siructed now would not be sufficiently large to 
accommodate the business in a few years, and 
Would, therefore,-be practically useless to the 
fovernment in a short while. 

The present lease for the postoffice building 
at Rome has expired, and a new lease of the 
same building, with many improvements, has 
been made. 

The president today appointed the following 
South Carolina postmasters: Thomas L. Cross- 
land at Bennetts, and William A. Moore at 
York yille.

A GOOD REPORT. 


The Farmers of the South Getting Out of 
Debt. 

BALtTimon#£, April 24.—Nearly five pages of 
this week's Manufacturers’ Record will be fill- 
ed with special letters from the governors and 
agricultural commissioners of southern states, 
upon the financial condition of the farming 
interest of the south and the general progress 
of that séction. In every case farmers are 
said to be more prosperous than for many 
years, and proof of this is given in the great 
decrease in number and amount of mortgages 
and crop liens, The farmers are less in debt 
than at any time since the war, and are buying 
more liberally of improved labor- 
saving agricultural implements. In 
Alabama Governor Seay and Rk. 
F. Kolb, commissiover of agrieulturc, unites 
in reporting a decrease in the indebtedness on 
the part of the farmers and a steady improve- 
mecutin their condition all over the state, with 
very marked improvements in buildings, fenc- 
ing, etc. In Arkansas, Florida and the Caro- 
linas the same report of increasing prosperity 
ismade. Hon. 8. A. Jonas, writing of Missis- 
sippi, which isa fair sample, says: 

*Tnere has never been a time since the war when 
Mississippi farmers were as nearly out of debt as at 
present. There is not today one farm mortgage 
where there were twenty ten years ago, and, in fact, 
it may be confidently asserted that small iarmers 
are, in many parts of the state, almost entirely free 
from debt. 

“The crop of 1887 paid tcns of thousands of our 
farme:s out of debt and Jeft them in a splendid con- 
dition to enter upon the new year.”’ 

The growth of the south in other lines, is 
shown by an increase from 1880 to 1587 of 
$977 ,000,000 in the assessed value of property, 
notwithstanding the fact that an immense 
amount of property, including railroads, new 
factories, etc., is exempt from taxes and hence 
is not included in these figures.

A Grand Day of Enjoyment—City Crowded 
With Visitors. 

Macon, Ga., Apri! 24.—[Special.]—The pub- 
lie library was most agreeably surprised this af- 
ternoon at the size of the crowd at Central 
City park tohear Gilmore’s band, whe are 
y here under their auspices. The crowd was é6s- 
timated at 2,000. and gates receipts showed 
fully that. The entertainment was a com- 
plete success, and every one pleased with it. 
At the new market house tonight every seat 
was filled and hundreds compelled to stand. 
The main attraction was the local chorus of 
fifty voices. While onthe stage Gilmore com- 
plimented them on their fine singing, which 
was loudly applauded.

Today has been a gala day In the history of 
Macon and decidedly the gayest one since the 
state fair, last fall.

Many 
people came from a distance, and the town 
was full of visitors. The hotels were all crowd- 
ed. Theregisters of the two leading ones 
show 300 names, a majority of whom were 
from southwestern Georgia.

Meeting of Texas Republicans, 

Fort Wortu, Tex., April 24.—The Texas 
state republican convention to elect delegates-at- 
large to the Chicago convention and nominate a 
slate ticket met here at noon today.

Mr. McMillin opened his speech with the 
declaration that next in importance to the 
question of personal duty was the question of 
how and how mach people shall be taxed. As 
it pertained to taxation, it was no question 
that was with us in the beginning of our gov- 
ernment, and would be with us to its close. 
He was notan advocate of the present tariff ; it 
was a tariff, not for protection merely, but a 
tariff for surplus and a tariff for trusts, We 
were confronted with an anomalous state of 
affairs. We had locked upin the treasury be- 
yond the demands of the government, 
about  $140,000,000, or $2.50 for ev- 
ery inhabitant. What was the cause 
of this overflowing treasury? What was the 
cause of this accumulation, beside which that 
of all other countries sinks into insignificance ? 
What was the cause of hoarding in the treas- 
ury more money than was gatnered tnto the 
treasury of any monarchy, kingdom or despot- 
ism under the sun? The answer to all these 
questions was the people have been taxed be- 
yond the reasonable demands of government. 
The robbery of them under the forms of law 
had been perpetrated; and today they stand 
moneyless—the tax-gatherer still stares them 
in the face—and demanding relief at the hands 
of congress. 

He congratulated the country that we 
have reached the point where there is 
a fair chance for the consideration of a bill 
looking to a reduction of taxes on the neces- 
saries of hfe. Heretofore the favorite method 
pomees in the killing of tariff bills, was either 

y refusing to consider them or by moving to 
strike out the enacting clause. Lut congress 
is fortunate in having before it now a bill 
which it dare not refuse to consider, and of 
which its meinbers dare not be rash enough to 
strike out the enacting clause. 

He roferred to and criticized th? action of 


ty for tariff reform wpon a coriimission. 
congress that appointed the commission find- 
ing the rate of taxation averaged about 45 per 
cent, under the pretense of revising it, left it so 
that it had since reached 47 per cent, and the 
people have had norelief. it was higher to- 
day than it Wwasatany time during the late 
civil war. Worn out with waiting, disgusted 
with the hesitation of a congress that misrep- 
resented the best interests of the country, they 
freed themselves from those who appointed 
the commission and refused to heed its recom- 
mendation, and sent here a different class of 
representatives, and tothe white house a man 
ot different political party. 

Commenting ou the surplus, Mr. McMillin 
said : 

“We are drawing money from commerce 
and locking it up in the treasury at such a rate 
that it is only a question of time when string- 
ency will set in, panics begin, and ruin follow. 
We are robbing not only commerce of its life 
blood, but the people of the means of paying 
their taxes to their governments—municipal, 
county, state and federal—and their debts to 
their creditors. All sorts of jobs are proposed 
to congress and all sorts of jobberrs are tlock- 
ing here. There is nothing conceivable, more 
corrupting to the government than a plethoric 
treasury. It revives stale demands, encour- 
ages the prosecution of matters long set at 
rest.”’ 

Quoting from what he termed the able and 
characteristic speech of the gentleman from 
Pennsylvania (Mr. Kelley) demanding the 
total repeal of the internal revenue system, he 
declared that the republican party was respon- 
sible for that system,and commented on the 
fact that when that gentleman was chairman 
of the ways and means committee he did not 
repeal internal revenue taxation. 

r. Kelley admitted that the democratic 
party had not enacted the law, but declared 
that it had made it necessary for the repub- 
lican party, which remained in congress dur- 
ing the war, to previde sinews for that war, 
and thus forced that party to resort to internal 
taxes and all the bardships resulting from 
ther. 

Mr. MeMillin replied that the gentleman not 
only inaugurated the internal taxes of which 
he complained, but he put a tax on railroads 
andincome and capital and the deposits of 
banks. But these latter had been removed 
and these which, the gentleman said, worked 
hardships had never been removed. The gen- 
tleman ae pot done the very thing which he 
said the democratic party was responsible for 
not doing. He (Mr. McMillin) remembered 
the gentleman coming before the house and 
saying that he favored the repeal .of the sys- 
tem, but that his caucus had determined other- 
wise, and he had - bowed his neck to the yoke.

Mr. McMillin admitted that there had been 
a falling off, but he declared that owing to 
the present high tariff commerce had fallen 
into a state of utter decay. He inquired 
whether Mr. Dingley favored a policy which 
permitted the United States toseize a ship of 
a citizen if thatship was bought abroad and 
brought into a home fort. 

Mr. Dingley re that he favored the pol- 
icy inaugurated by Washington of confining 
American registries to vessels built in this

This, too, when we had outstanding, subject to the 
cali of the government, over $400,000,00) bonds, and 
when the surplus was less than now, the 
committee had done the very things that it was 
siated were necessary. They had prepare. a bill for 
the reduction ofinternal revenue and tariff taxes. 
Every bond subject to thecall ofthe government 
since that seeen wasjmade had been paid. Every 
dollar of indebtedness which could be discharged 
without the payment ofa high premium had been 
extinguished. Vast accumulations had been 
piled up in the treasury until its yaults 
were fairly bursting with money w ich ought to be 
in the channels of trade, till there was $140,000,600 
where there Lad been only a small surplus. This 
house stood ready to make good the words which he 
said on that oceasion. It wasready tegive the 
relief which he said, the people were entitled to 
receive. It was ready and willing to remove temp- 
tation to corrupt the governm2nt which, he said, 
was always found in a piectheric treasury. It was to 
aid him in insuring to the people that “frugality and 
economy which, he said, never destroyed any gov- 
ernment and to prevent that siturnalia of ex- 
travigance and disgrace, which, he said, charterized 
the period just tuterior to 1874. 

The tariff law which the house now sought to 
amend thus became a law withonta member ever 
baving heard or read it. Hence. he said, they were 
in no attitude to criticise anybody for any method 

: in the consideration of ‘the tariff bill. 

ey coliplained at what they were pleased to call 

inconsistencies in the bill. Let those inconsisten- 

cies be what they may, they were notatenth, nor 

a hundredth part of those tound undergthe present 

Irw, which those genticmen bad helped to force 
upon the country. 

In conclusion, he turned his attention to 
the subject of trusts, and said: 

For years we haye had these halls ringing with 
statements that bye and bye home competition 
would give us the lowest possible prices. 

Mr. Burrows, of Michigan, was the next 
speaker. Our tariff on imports, he said, was 
today confessedly protective, in that it was 
levied, not for revenue only, but to encourage 
American industry and protect American 
labor. One wing of the democratic party, 
under the leadershipof President Cleveland, 
had assailed this system, denounced it as vi- 
cious and illogical, and declared itto be not 
only unwise, but wnconstitutional. On the 
contrary, the republican party believed in a 
protective tariff, that in levying duties on im- 
orts revenue should rot alone be considered, 

ut that these duties should be so adjusted as 
to give encouragement to American capital 
and employment to American labor. The re- 
publican party insisted that the present pro- 
tective system should not be disturbed, except 
so far as it might be necessary to cor- 
rect its incongruities and rarmonize 
its provisions. If congress followed the lead 
of the president in his bold declaration and 
secured reduction by such revision of the tariff 
as he proposed (leaving untouched, as he sug- 
gested, the internal revenue system), not only 
would the protective system be destroyed but 
the nation would be out on the highway of 
free trade. As the members were free traders 
or protectionists the bill would be approved or 
condemned. The pending measure stood with- 
out a parallel in the history of American legis- 
lation. Conceived in darkness, brodfht forth 
in secrecy, its parentage carefully concealed, 
it was at last laid at the door of the committee 
of ways and means, where the majority took 
it up as tenderly as though it were a legitimate 
offspring, hurriedly brought it into the house 
to be adopted by the democratic party and 
nursed by the harlot of free trade. [Applause 
and laughter on the republican side. | 

But whatever its parentage, whether a 
British free-trader or Cobden club—either of 
which was capable of the outrage—justice and 
fairness compelled him to state that public 
suspicion of itg parentage did not attach to 
members of the majority, and in further vindi- 
cation of their high character, it would be no 
violation of the secrets of the committee room 
to state that when pressed on this point, no 
member of the majority was so lost to all sense 
of personal pride as to acknowledge its parent- 
age.

tion of its provisions or disclose any data on 
which its action was based; steadily refusing 
to answer any questions propounded by the mi- 
nority ; submitting to no modifications, except 
those suggested by the majority; declining to 
listen to any member of the house in behalf of 
the people he represented ; refusing audience 
to senators, the industries of whose states were 
to be destroyed; rejecting all appeals from 
manufacturers; denying to farmers a word in 
behalf of their flocks and fielés; shutting the 
door of the committee room in the face of the 
laboring man, who came to plead for the pro- 
tection of his home and family. Imaginesuch 
conduct on the part of a committee of the 
house, and there would be a faint conception 
of the committee of ways and means of the 
fiftieth congress. [Applause on the republi- 
can side. } 

In this contest the republican party took the 
side of protection and would resist to the utter- 
most any attempt to cripple American indus- 
try, destroy American capital or pewperize 
American labor.

The advance is already 
sounded. He who does not respond to its inspiring 
summons will soon find himself without a party 
and w:thout a following. I rejoice that there isa 
new south, a new industrial south, born of the theo- 
ries of the war, but full of hope and full.of courage.

In the house this evening, at the close of the 
tariff debate, Mr. Reed, of Maine, said that it 
was well-known to the house that efforts had 
been made toreach an agreement as tothe 
time to be given for debate on the tariff bill. 
Hie stated the republican position—ten days on 
their side, night sessions not to be included in 
the time—and his understanding of the tem- 
porary arrangement that had been made for 
the continuance of the debate during today 
and tomorrow. He asked Mr. Mills to fix upon 
some time for debate and suggested that ten 
days be allowed to a side, 
with so many evening sessions in 
addition as the house might be disposed to 
have. Such length of time would benefit not 
only the importance of the bill, but the cir- 
cumstances under which it had been pre- 
sented, There had been no consideration of 
the bill; no public hearings on the republican 
side; no public hearings on the part of mem- 
bers, the interests of whose districts were con- 
cerned. If it should turn out that it was not 
necessary to prolong the discussion for so long 
a time as was suggested, the debate might be 
shortened. It had been claimed by gentlemen 
on the other side that there had been an in- 
formal agreementin committee that these two 
days, With evening sessions, should be given u 
to the bill; but, so far far as he was concerned, 
he did not remember haying entered into such 
an agreement. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, held that a 
formal arrangement to-that effect had been 
entered into by the committee, while other 
members of the committee sustained Mr. 
Reed’s understanding of the commitiee’s ar- 
rangement. 

Mr. Mills, in answer to Mr. Reed’s proposi- 
tion, urged in favor of night sessions, that 
the discussion would go into the public press. 

It was not necessary to haye the galleries 
packed; people would know it. There could 
be no just reason why the discussion could not 
— at night as well as in the daytime. 

Iowever, he would be glad to meet the gen- 
tlemen tomorrow in the committee room to 
make another effort for agreement. At the 
saime time he would move a recess till8 
o’clock. 

Mr. Durham, of Lllinois, interposed a motion 
to adjourn, which was defeated. 

The yeas and nays were taken on the motion 
to take a recess, resulting—yeas 131, nays 15. 
A quorum not voting, Mr Mills said that as 
there seemed to be no disposition on the other 
side of the house to proceed with the discus- 
sion, he would move to adjourn. 

The motion was agreed to, and house accord- 
ingly, at 6 o’clock, adjourned.

THE GUEEN IN BERLIN, 
Victoria Meets With a Warm Reception— 
The Sick Emperor. 

Beruirv, April 24.—Queen Victoria arrived 
at Charlottenburg at 9 o’clock this morning. 
The empress, crown prince and crown princess 
and the prince and princess of Saxe-Meiningen 
received her at the depot. Prince Henry and 
his sisters, Princesses Victoria, Sophie and 
Margaret, Sir Edward Malet, British ambas- 
sader at Berlin; the duke of Rutland and 
burgomaster and municipal council of Berlin, 
were also present. The greetings between 
Queen Victoria and the royal family of Ger- 
many were warm. The crown prince con- 
ducted the qveen to an open carriage, drawn 
by four horses, which she entered and with the 
empress beside her was driven to the castle, 
Crowds of people lined the route and cheered 
enthusiastically as the carriage passed. 

The queen paid a visit to the emperor 
shortly after her arrival at the castle. The 
doctors feafed thatthe meeting would excite 
the emperor und probably upset him, but 
their fears were groundless The emperor 
seemed rather brighter after the interview and 
his temperature was normal. 

The queen and empress drove at four o’clock 
in anopen carriage to visit the dowager Em- 
press Augusta. All members of onee 
court were present. By invitation of the em- 
press, there was a large gathering of members 
of the imperial family at the palace at eight 
o’clock to meet the queen. 

Among those present were the crown prince 
and the crown princess, the emperor’s daugh- 
ter, prince of Hohenzollern, Prince$Frederick 
Charles, Prince Leopold, hereditary prince of 
Hesse Darmstadt, Prince Henry, the prince 
and Princess of Saxe-Meiningen and the grand 
duke and grand duchess of Baden. Thequeen 
expressed surprise that the emperor was so 
little changed, especially in view of accounts 
that have reached her lately. 

Emperor Frederick was up for some time 
this afternoon, and was visited by the crown 
prince andjduke of Baden. 

A bulletin issued at 7:40 p. m. says the em- 

ror became feverish during the afternoou, 
but that the fever abated somewhat toward 
evening, and his general condition is compara- 
tively satisfactory.

LYNCHING OF POS 


Bessemer City the Scene ofa 
Tragedy. 


A NEGRO ASSAULTS A LITTLE-GIRE 


A Mob Takes Charge of Bim and Hangs 
Him to a Limb—Threats of Ven- 
geance—Other Crimes. 


Bessemer, Ala., April 21.—[{Special.}< 
About midnight last night Hardy Posey, col 
ored, was lynched by a mob of masked white 
men for attempt to rape a twelve-year-old 
white girl last Saturday. 

The girl went to the home of a farmer named 
McKinney, who lives just outside of town. 
He found Alice McKinney, a twelve-year-old 
girl, alone, and, approaching her from behind, 
threw her to the ground and attempted te 
outrage her. Her screams brought her unele 
to thé rescue, and the negro ran, but was 
caught. He was taken in charge by the 
and was locked up. The girl was brought ip 

AND IDENTIFIED POSEY 
in a crowd of twenty negro men. There was 
no excitement, but a determination to make 
swift and certain punishment was seen in the 
faces of the white men of the tewn. 

Last night the town marshal took the prie 
oner to his residence and placed him under 
strong guard, but his precautions were useless. 
Soon after midnight 200 masked men appeared 
at the oflicer’s house and demanded the pris- 
oner. 

The men were very quiet and had little te 
say, but they meant business. Posey was 
taken, and tho oflicers were compelled to 
along with the mob and see the work well 
done. About fifty feet from the depot, near 
the center of the town, stood a large oak tree, 
and under this the crowd stopped. The negra 
was bound hand and foot, and the rope placéd 
around his meck with the regulation hang: 
man’s knot. A large placard was pinned te 
his breast, bearing the words: 

“Our mothers, wives and daughters must, and 
shall be, protected,”’

The leader then gave the order to pull away 
and in amoment the negro’s body was hang: 
ing from alimb, his feet being ten feet from 
the ground. The crowd then moved away as 
quietly as they came.

HANGING TO THE LIMB 
until 9 o’clock this morning, when it was cut 
down by the coroner. Posey was a brother of 
Wesley Posey, who came near sharing the 
same fate at the hands ofa mob in Birming- 
ham four years ago. Wesley Posey assaulted a 
white woman and the efforts of a mob to lynch 
him brought about the ‘Posey riot’’ at Bir- 
mingham, and caused all the state troops toe be 
ordered there. He was alterwards tried and 
convicted, but died im jail soon after being seu- 
tenced. 
BESESMER SURROUNDED BY NEGROES. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 24.—A special 
train has just arrived from Bessemer for arms 
and assistance. It is stated that the town is 
surrounded by armed negroes, who threaten fo 
burn the houses and kj!l the citizens to avenge 
the lynching of Hardy Posey. 

TATE'S STEALINGS. 
Report of the Committee Who Have Bees 
Investigating. 

LovisvILuF, Ky., April 24.—The report af 
the commissioners appointed to investigate 
absconding Treasurer Tate’s office, was sub- 
mitted to the Kentucky legislature today. It 
contained no sensational disclosures, the de- 
ficit being placed in the neighborhood of $250,- 
000, the suun.alreéady named. This may be re- 
duced to less than $200,000, if certain papers 
prove good. Of seven schedules attached to 
the report of the commission examining the 
office of Treasurer Tate, the most interesting | 
is that which relates to miscellaneous due bills 
and evidences of indebtedness due to J. W. 
Tate, treasurer, and in his own right. Seven- 
ty-seven type writer pages are included in the 
statement, and the total amount evidenced as 
due is $59,782.80. - It is estimated by those who 
ought to know, that not exceeding one-third of 
the amount is subject to collection, for the 
reason that a majority of the due bills have 
been cancelled long ago, but carelessly left in 
the treasury. Thé report shows thatthe gross- 
est carelessness prevailed in the treasurer’s 
office during the Tate regime of twenty years. 


WHIPPING A WITNESS, 


A Mob Severely Beats a Witness In the 
Hamiiton-Gambrell Case, 

New Orveans, April 24.—A Times-Deme- 
crat Clinton, Miss., special says: 

A report of a whipping committed Sunday 
night has been received here and the promise 
of speedy death prevented a party from making 
it known sooner. At about midnight elevem 
masked men went to the house of Ellis Young, 
a witness for the defense in the Hamilton 
cases called him out, tied tohim a rope and 
then severely beat him. 

He was told that he was whipping for lying 
about Roderick Gambrell. Presenting pistols 
at his head, they demanded toknow what 
amount he was paid for testifying against 
Gambrell. With death staring him in face, 
he deciared that he did not receive a cent, 
The mob then released him, and ordered him 
to leave the county within three days. Young 
recognized one of his assailants as a divinity 
student at the Mississippi college.

THE BOUNDARY STONES. 
The Line Between Mexico and the United 
Sijates Indistinct. 

Ex Paso, Tex.. April 24.—([Special.]—The 
steady advance of American prospectors and 
miners along the boundary line between 
the United States and Mexico, from El Paso 
westward, reveals the fact that the stone mon- 
uments that are supposed to mark that bound- 
ary are, many of them, in a very delapidated 
condition, and in some instances have been de- 
stroyed entirely or bodily removed. There is, 
about thirty miles west of E) Paso, a small 
range of mountains called the Patrilleb, in 
which recently a number of fairly rich mines 
have been located. The out-croppings of ore 
were found in a number of places on the sur- 
face. The international boundary line runsalong 
the southern border of this mountain range, 
and many of the monuments in that vicinity 
are in a bad condition. Farther on west are 
the Trespermans and Auchita mountains, 
where recent developments alon 
the boundary line have also. prove 
the existence of the same _ unsat- 
isfactory condition of affairs. Cattle raisers, 
land hunters and miners of both nations, it ap- 


. , . q 
pears, have not hesitated wherever it advanced 


their own personal interests to move a boun- 
dary monument bodily to a different locality, 
perhaps a mile or two south. Some four years 
agoa lieutenant of the United States army 
went along the whole boundary line, from E]- 
Paso to National City, near San Diego, for the 
purpose of making preliminary reconnoisance, 
to be supplemented later on by a Mexican com- 
mission appointed by President Gonzales for 
that purpose. It was not, howeyer, mei by a 
similar American commission, because congress 
had failed to make the necessary appropriation 
for that purpose. This lieutenant was accom- 
anied on his trip by Cornelius Manoney, an 
oF Paso newspaper man, and both reported a 
very defective state .of affairs as far as the 
boundary monuments were concerned. In 
one place they found that the ‘‘dog spring,’’ a 
valuable one in the midst of a large grazing 
country, had been coveted by the Mexicans, 
although it was on American territory, and 
they had moved the nearest monument bodily 
to the north about a mile, so as to be able to 
obtain the spring. Thjs was found out by some 
Deming, N. M., people, who went down and 
moved the monument back, and then filled up 
the spring. 


THE SPECIAL TAX BONDS. 


A Remarkab‘'e North Carolina Case in 
Court. 

NALEIGH, N. C., April 24.—[Special.]— 
Much public interest has been manifested in 
suit of R. H. Temple, of this city, against the 
state of North Carolina, as represented by 
State Auditor Roberts, to secure payment of 
interest on what are known 28 the special tax 
bonds. The suit is a remarkable one, and it is 
expected it would come up tomorrow before 
the supreme court of the United States. 
suit was instituted over a year ago. Last win- 
ter the court advanced the case at the same 
time with the Louisiana cases to the April 
term. The state had secured able counsel in 
the persons of Attorney-General! Davidson and 
Graham and Kuftin, of Hillsboro, and Battle 
& Mordecia, of this city. 

A telegram read teday states that the case is 
continued till the next term with Louisiana 
case. Of conrse Temple is a mere figure head. 
The special tax bonds are held by the pool in 
New York, which puts him forward tosue him 
by the state as a test case. These special 
tax bonds were Jj declared unconstitue 
tional by a vote of the people, and there is not 
the least fear that the state will cver pay them. 
For some of them there is another suit broucht 
against Governer Scales by New York parties, 
and this is set for bearing in supreme court 
this state. 


THROWN INTO JAIL. 
The Punishment of a Doctor for Claiming 
His Fee, 

Ex Paso, Tex., April 24.—[Special.J—An 
instance of arbitrary imprisonment of a re- 
spectable American occurred today in Paso 
Del Norte, which shows that the equitable ad- 
ministration of justice is not always understood 
arid not practiced in Mexico. Dr. Sowers, a 
respectable American physician, lives in Paso 
Del Norte, and had attended a wealthy old 
Mexican, professionally. For his services the 
Mexican, who owns many cattle, agreed to 
give the physician all the cattle of a particular 
brand. Dr. Sowers rounded up the cattle, on 
the Mexican’s ranch, and selected all of that 
particular brand to drive them away. Some of 
the Mexican’s relations, who were on the 

lace, thought he was getting more than 
16 was entitled to, and had him arrested on a 
charge of cattle stealing. Dr. Sowers was ar- 
rested on Saturday and without the benefit of 
bail, thrown into aloathsome dungeon, in 
which he had to remain until today, when he 
was set at liberty without any explanation or 
apology. 

Hard and Soft Coal. 

RALEIGH, N. C., April 24.—[Special.]—Four 
years ago the state made an attempt toexplore 
the coal deposits in the valley of Dan river. 
They were not properly examined, and the 
people were dissatisfied. Another survey is 
now in progress, and reports received by the 
department of agriculture, under the auspices 
of which it is being conducted, show that 
there is both hard and soft coal, which im- 

rove in qualityas borings extend deeper. 

ron deposits near there are valuable, and in- 
crease in value by nearness of coal. A sale of 
important iron mines has just been made to 
New York and western parties, who propose 
to establish extensive smeiting furnaces near 
Walnut Cave, on the Cape Fear and Yadkin 
Valley railway. The company which makés 
the purchase has carefully examined the prop- 
erty, and will inyest large capital. General 
Thomas Ewing of Ohio, is one purchaser and 
is now in the mines.

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SUPREME COURT OF GEORGIA. 


Decisions Rendered April 24th, 1888—Re- 
ported by Henry C. Peeples. 


Chambers & Co, vs. Walker. Illegality, from 
Fulton. Charge of court. Exceptions. Prac- 
tice, Contracts. Damages. Evidence. Bur- 
den of proof. Brief of evidence. (Before 

Judge Marshall J. Clarke.) 

Blandford, J.—1. A ground of a motion for 
new trial, that ‘‘the charge of the court, as a 
whole, is not a full and fair presentation of the 
law of the case”’ is not sufficiently specitic. The 
mange in this case does appear to full and 

air. 

2. The court fairly and correctly stated the 
contention of the plaintiff and the issues in- 
volvedg It is not expressing an opinion as to 
what n& been proved as to state what the R +9 
sitions of the plaintiff are as to defenses made, 
nor is a charge objectionable as argumentative 
which states them clearly and fully. 

3. It is not error to state to the jury that a 
mortgage was foreclosed by plaintiff below 
upon certain personal property of the defend- 
ants, the aftidavit filed by defendants stating 
that there was a mortgage foreclosed, and the 
contents of the mortgage and affidavit of fore- 
closure having been proved on the trial. 

4. An exception that “the verdict is contra- 
ry to the charge of the court, in this,” etc., is 
equivalent to the exception that it is contrary 
to law. 

5. Under the pleading and facts of the case, 
the following charge was not erroneous: “If 
you should belieye from the evidénce 
that the contract between the parties was 
as the defendants say, that the consideration 
in part of the written promise of the defend- 
ants sued upon was the good will and influ- 
ence of the business in which the plaintiff was 
engaged, and an agreement on plaintiff’s part 
to remain with his stock at defendant’s stable 
until April Ist, 1886, and to use his influence 
to induce stock dealers to patronize said stables, 
and he did not comply with contract, but on 
the contrary withdrew his own patronage from 
the defandents, and exerted his influence to 
dissuade others from extending their patronage 
to defendants. And any injury came to de- 
fendants, it would be your duty as to this issue 
to allow the defendants such}damage as _ they 
show by evidence that they have sustained.” 
The latter part of the charge is sutiiciently 
disjunctive as to the breeches of contract, and 
the charge as to allowing such damages as was 
shown by the evidence to have been sustained, 
meant such damages as were sustained by an 
non-performance on part of plaintiff of the 
conditions of the contract. 

6. A request to charge that, “if there was a 
sale of good will and trade, plaintiff would be 
responsible for breach of contract for the sale 
of good will, even though it should appear 
from evidence that the property, irrespective 
of good will, was worth the aT amount of 
purchase money, or even more,”’ was properly 
refused. It was too general, not stating how 
or for what damages plaintiff would be respon- 
sible. Besides the request is covered by the 
general charge given. 

7. Where it is sought to foreclose a mortgage 
for purchase money on certain personalty, and 
defendants setup that the consideration ot 
their purchase was not only the property, but 
good will, trade and friendly intiuence of the 
seller and mortgagee, and that he has 
violated his contract as to these, the case 
is not one in which a charge on the 
subject of nominal damages is necessary or 
proper. If plaintiff violated the contract and 
defendants were injured they could set off 
whatever actual damages they sustained, but 
no other damages. 

8. That certain evidence was not admissible 
‘‘at that stave of the case”’ is not a good ground 
for new trial, it not being stated at what stage 
it was admitted, or what was the error in ad- 
mitting it, and it appearing that it was admis- 
sible evidence at some stage of the case. 

9, 10. Assignments of error as to the admis- 
sion of testimony shouid be rsp It is not 
suflicient to simply say that the testimony was 
irrelevant. 

11. Testimony as to the private understand- 
ing or individaul opinion of one of the parties 
to a written contract, as to what he thought he 
was getting by the contract, was properly ex- 
cluded. 

iz. As to whether counsel for defendants 
were entitied to open and close the argument 
in such a case as this. is & serious question, 
under some rulings of this court, but the de- 
nial of such right in this case does not eca}l for 
the grant of a new trial. 

ij, Where a copy of the last mortgage was 
admitted in evidence, it does not seem that it 
was necessary that the mortgage should be es- 
tablished as part of the pleadings (both the 
mortgage and the aftidavit of foseclosure hav- 
ing been lost). While it would have been 
better to have had the affidavit so established, 
if it were lost, yet when evidence for plaintiff 
was admitted no objection seems to have been 
made on the ground that these papers had not 
been established. 

14. The verdict was in accordance with law 
and evidence. 

15. It is contrary to law to send to this court 
the stenographic 5 ae of the oral testimony, 
with questions and answers of witnesses in 
full, instead of “‘the brief of the testimony,” 
which the law requires. This case 
might properly be dismissed for violation 
of this rule of law. Attention has frequently 
been calied to this bad practice, but the ap- 
peals made to the courts below on this subject 
have been toa great extent disregarded. An 
effort will be made to protect the court against 
such methods of preparing the record.

Wherever the 
counter-aflidavit is so defective as not to make 
any issue, or when it has been dismissed by the 
court, the whole case goes out; hy operation of 
law the warrant is withdrawn and returns into 
the hands of the sheriff or other ofticer to 
whom itis directed.

were not for both, it was not error for the court 
below to refuse &@ mandamus requiring the 
sheriff to receive the bonds.

Charlie assured them 
that he had nothing but water with him, but 
they said that that was too thin,and would not 
believe him. Ina few minutes the ropes were 
cast away and the balloon started on its trip. 

It went straight up. for about two hundred 
feet, andthen began to be: affected by the 
currents of the air, and started southwest and 
went down Fourth street at a slow rate of 
speed, which increased as they began to leave 
the city. Near Stratton’s brick yard the di- 
rection was more southernly, and it looked as 
if they would pass over Perry. 

At 1:45 a telegram was received from By- 
ron, which is fifteen.miles from here on the 
Southwestern road, stating that the balloon 
had passed over that place a few min- 
utes béfore, and was going in the di- 
rection of Fort Valley. A _ half hour 
later another message was _ received 
from Fort . Valley, stating that they were 
seen three miles west of that place, and were 
traveling at a very slow rate, and looked as if 
they were going to land. Information was 
received over the wires of the Central road 
this afternoon from Perry, stating that the 
balloon had fallen two miles west of there, and 
that the occupants were safe. 

Messrs. King and Mathews were expected 
in the city at 6:50 this afternoon, but did not 
arrive. Conductor from the train on the 
Southwestern road says that they are safe at 
Perry, but’ had to pack up the balloon and will 
be here tomorrow.

4 The Real Issue. 

The New York Mail and Express, which 
is the orthodox republican organ, appears 
to be on ‘its head about the tariff issue in 
the south. For some time it has been de- 
manding that the republicans in the house 
of representatives meet in caucus for the 
purpose of framing a tariff bill that will 
“carry the war into Africa.”

The great 
problem that has confronted the south since 
the war is still unsolved, and it is far more 
important than any tariffor revenue ques- 
tion, important as these are. 

There are many democrats in the south 
who arein favor of protecting American 
industries and American interests, and there 
are many who favor the unconditional re- 
peal of the internal revenue taxes; but, to 
each and every one of these the success of 
the democratic party is more important than 
protection or the repeal of the excise 
taxes. 

Why should this be so? It is a very sim- 
ple matter indeed. The republican party 
isa sectional party. Its one purpose since 
the war, so faras the south is concerned, 
has been to place the negro over the whites. 
This effort, persistent and aggressive, has 
been an absolute failure, but it has given 
the republicans an opportunity to appeal to 
the sectional prejudice that exists at the 
north. It was this sectional prejudice that 
instituted ‘“‘reconstruction,’’ which was a 
failure; that organized the Union league, 
which was afraud; and that seated Hayes, 
who was not elected. | 

This spirit, if we are to credit John 
Sherman, who after Blaine, is the most 
2 seagage candidate for the republican nom- 
nation, still survives, and the south will 
mever divide while sectionalism is extant. 
The republicans may devise twenty tariff 
bills, but when the issue comes it will be an 
issue between white and black domination 


~. $m the south, and the south will remain 


solid until that matter is settled. 

It isa very puzzling fact that the repub- 
licans do not see and appreciate this state 
of affairs. While sectionalism is the main 
issue the south will remain solid, even in 
the face of free trade. 


THE attitude of Senator Beck toward 
the international copyright bill is easily ac- 
counted for. He is ‘‘a man of affairs,’’ and 
he thinks that “‘literatoor is too d—d popu- 
lous anyhow.’’

Pennsylvanian Complaints, 

The democrats of Pennsylvania are in 
clined to do some quiet mourning on ac- 
count of the fact that when a really import- 
ant office is to be filled by the president, no 
Pennsylvanian is ever mentioned in connec- 
tion with the appointment. The republi- 
cans have made the same complaint when 
their party owas in power, and 
the Philadelphia Evening Telegraph 
accounts for the predicament 
onthe ground of Pennsylvania’s solidity. 
“Who is it,’ remarks our contemporary,

Before Roscoe Conkling had been laid 
away to his last resting place, people all 
over the country were inquiring into the 
eondition of his estate, and newspaper men 
were guessing at the amount of his income 
during the past few years. 

The American mind is essentially com- 
mercial, and the first and last question 
asked about a man is, what is he worth? 

It is said that when Mr, Conkling was in 
public life he remained poor, and it was ru- 
mored that when he resigned his seat in the 
_ senate he had to borrow the money to pay 
his fare from Washington to New York. 
‘There was a reason for his poverty. He 
was one of the proudest men that ever lived. 
He hated to be under pecuniary obligations 
to anybody. Whenever he took part in a 
campaign he insisted upon paying every 
cent of his expenses, even down to hack 
hire. .Some of our great men are not so par- 
ticular. They like to accept little courte- 
sies, and in fact have no scruples about ask- 
ing for evg@tything in sight. 

But this curiosity concerning the pecun- 
dary circumstances of great men is a queer 
thing. It was not always so. Fox and 
Sheridan were always poor, but nobody 
eared. Clay’s creditors presented him with 
the amount of his indebtedness. Webster 
wasenabiled tokeep up only because his 
credit was good. Bankers were glad tolend 
him money, although they never expected 
to get it back, and busines® men made him 
presents of thousands of dollars.

and his admirers thought it the most natural : 


| thing in the world to help him along. Now, 


it is altogether different. It is thought and 
openly said, that money sense is the only 
sense that is worth anything, and asa rule 
the men who are called to high positions in 
public life are those who have been extraor- 
dinarily successful in managing their own 
affairs, 

We have put the two theories to a practi- 
cal test. Just now the commercial standard 
prevails. Perhaps this is the reason why 
we have no Websters and Clays. 

But, to return to Conkling. It makes no 
difference what he was worth. If he wasa 
poor man while in the senate, it is a well- 
known fact that when he left it and devoted 
himself to his own interests he made money 
rapidly. So he was not lacking in money 
sense, and it may be that other public men 
who have been supposed to be wanting in 
this regard, would have astonished people 
if they had neglected the interests of others 
to serve their own.

The ‘‘White Caps’’are not banded together 
fora political object. They are the self- 
constituted regulators of morals in their 
neighborhood. When aman is drunken, 
idle and worthless they drag him from his 
bed at night and give him a hundred or more 
lashes on the bare back. Whena woman 
misconducts herself they pay her a midnight 
visit and tickle her witha hickory. ‘The 
‘White Caps’’ insist that these summary 
methods are in the interest of law and order 
and morality. 

It will not surprise thoughtful people to 
learn that these regulators sometimes make 
mistakes. Sometimes a man is unpopular 
and his neighhors have a grudge against 
him. A raid is made upon his cabin; he is 
taken out and whipped and his wife and 
children are forced to be unwilling lookers- 
on. 

The truth is, this is the worst kind of 
lawlessness. It delivers the region thus af- 
flicted over tothe uncertain mercy of irre- 
sponsible and unknown parties. Even slack 
laws loosely administered would be better 
than this wild justice. The good people of 
Indiana owe it to themselves to put down 
the ‘*‘White Caps.’’ If there is no other 
way of doing it, the militia should be sent 
into the southeastern corner of the state 
with orders to straighten it out. The law- 
lesstiess now suffered to exist there is a dis- 
grace to any civilized State.

The Troubles of a Texan. 

In New York, when a man is so unfortu- 
nate as to see a crime committed, they have 
a way of making him give bond to appear as 
a witness, and when he cannot give it, he is 
locked up in what is called the house of de- 
tention. 

A case of peculiar hardship occurred re- 
cently. Mr. George Anderson, of Texas, 
was visiting New York on business. One 
day he happened to witness an assault on an 
insane person, Simply because he had kept 
his eyes open, Mr. Anderson was arrested 
and sent tothe house of detention. The 
unfortunate prisoner knew nobody in the 
city, and as he was not a man of means, he 
could not give a bond. The case in which 
his testimony was required did not come up 
for nine months, and during ail that time 
he was compelled to remain a captive. 

Such treatment would be sufficiently out- 
rageous if the victim had been a citizen of 
New York, but to lock up a stranger from a 
distant state and make him undergo the 
punishment of a criminal, when he had 
committed no offense, is without any justi- 
fication whatever. Speaking of this partic- 
ular case, the St. Louis Republican suggests 
that the general government should see to 
it that the citizens of one state, while tray- 
elling in another state, be protected against 
such unreasonable arrests. 

It is a serious question. As the matter 
now stands, a Georgian who happens to see 
a street row in New York is liable to be 
locked up for months, if he has no well-to- 
do friends who are willing to be his bonds- 
men. During his imprisonment his family 
and business would perhaps suffer to a ser- 
ious extent. 

If nothing else can be done, New York 
should voluntarily revise her laws regulat- 
ing this house of detention business. At 
present they smack too much of Russian 
severity.

THE PLATFORM. 

Rey. Sam Simall, from the committee on 
platform, submitted the following platform of 
principles: 

1. The prohibition party of the state of Georgia 
huutbly and gratefully acknowledge Aimighty God 
asthe Simpreme Sovereign and See-Gtene. from 
whose authority all just powers of human govern- 
ment are derived and with whose righteous laws all 
human enactments should be in perfect agreement 
in oréer to obta’m and maintain forthe people the 
blessings of peace, prosperity and happiness, 

2. We are committed to and will solidly contend 
for (1) statutory prohibition for the state of Georgia, 
to be enacted by the next general assembly and to 
become operative immediately upon its approval by 
the governor; (2) the submission, by the same gen- 
eral assembly, of an amendment to the constitution 
of the state prohibitory of the manufacture 
and sale of intoxicating beveraces 
in this state; (3) the amendment of the constitu- 
tion of the United States to the like effect and the 
election to the congress of the United States.as sen- 
ators and representatives of such m:n only as shall 
be pledged to urge and yote for the submission of 
such amendment tothe several states for ratifica- 
tion, or rejection; (4.) The appointment, by act of 
congress, of a national commission «to inquire into 
and report upon the extent, methods and the effects 
of the alcoholic liquor traffic under all its present 
forms of legalizations in the states of the union; (5.) 
We reiterate on our own behalf the frequently 
made and equally often despised demand of the 
democrats of Geo that theinfaimous, unjust and 
tyrannous internal revenue system, by whieh the 
national government sanctions and — protec- 
tion tothe gigantic monopoly-bound liquor traffic 
of the uniop, shall be abol totally at the pres- 
ent session of congress, 

8. We believe that if the above B gerne. eve shall be 
engrafted-upon the organic and statutory laws of 
the state and nation the results will be immediately 
and rressively beneficial to every vital interest 
of the individ families and commonities of the 
whole county; will remove the greatest curse of the 
world’s history 
fellow citizens; liberalize the support of public edu- 
cation, preserve tothe laborors of the nation the 
first rewards of their toil, more effectually promote 
distinctive American institutions and introduce 
such lines of legislation throughout the states and 
In congress as will promote Christian civilization, 

reserve the Christian Sabbath and purify a people 
for America peculiar for righteousness, justice and 
peace. : 

Mr. Small supported the platform in a 
lengthy and bribiant speech w ich, at times, 
produced considerabie enthusiasm. The speech 
was devoted in the main to arguments on the 
principles of the platform—-Mr. Small, re- 

roducing many of the points which he made 

n his opera house speech. 

But last night he also introduced some very 
spicy matter. Referring to the last prohibition 
election, he said: ‘‘The combination of whites 
and negroes which carried Fulton connty for 
liquér was more damnable than any combina- 
tion which disgraced the state of Georgia dur- 
ing the Bullock regime or the rule by federal 
bayonets.” : 

e charged that the M. A. B.’s are running 
the city government of Atlanta; that they 
themselves were an organized third :

And we will have 
the prayers of the good women of Georgia, and 
the prayers of their children, to strengthen us 
in the good work.’’

I couldn’t be draggea 
with a ten-oxen team into the best office in 
the land.’’

Fisk as a fit nominee of the national probibi- 
tion party for president and George Bain as 
vice-president, was then put and unanimously 
adopted. 

President Murphey now arose and made a 
few remarks. 

‘*Before adjourning I would like to have our 
position distinctly understood. Theafternoon 
papers have misrepresented me. I deny that 

have said one word against the democratic 
party in this convention. Iamademocrat. I 
am a Cleveland democrat at that, and I want 
to see him elected next fall. 

‘Our position is this: The republican party 
performed its mission when it freed the negroes

‘‘We will build the national prohibition party 
on the ruins of both the democratic and repub- 
lican parties: { Applause. | 

‘‘One word more. I am opposed to the submis- 
sion of this prohibition issue to the people of 
Georgia this vear. I am opposed to it because 
I know that we can not win this year. My 
own county of Pike will go 500 majority for 
bar rooms. Fulton county will give rooms 
2,000 we ge Bibb will go 2,500 for bar roms, 
Savannah will give bar rooms 4.000, if 
she got that many, Muscogee county will go 
1,000 for bar rooms, and three fourths of the 
voters in Augusta will go for. bar rooms. 

‘I will show statistics on this subject to the 
Georgia temperance convention, which meets 
May the 8th. The liquor men are crying out 
for local option because they know it wilt kill 
prohibition. THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION is 
not in favor of local option, and that’s the rea- 
son that paper cries out for loca! option. 

Prohibition in Georgia is now at the ebb 
tide. That’safact. Itis not time yet to sub- 
mit the question to the people. We must first 
do something to check this backward flow.” 

President Murphey then thanked the con- 
vention for the honor conferred in making him 
the chairman of the first prohibition conven- 
tion assembled in Georgia. 

Mr. Small then stated that the prohibitionists 
now held the balance of power in fifty-two 
congressional districts in this country, and told 
the delegates to use this point when people 
= them what the third party intended 
to do. 

A motion by Mr. Small was then adopted 
thanking the president, the secretary and the 
reporters for their services. Then the band 
played. Then the convention adjourned 
without a.day.

The rooms of the Railroad Men’s Christian 
association were tastefully decorated and brilliantly 
illuminated last night.

The First Day’s Racing a Grand 
Success. 


Weeks, Prichett and Red Leaf Winners—The 
Short Horses Win--Teday’s Pro- 
gramme—Other Events.

There was a glorious day of racing at Pied- 


t park yesterday. s 
ag chp meeting was inaugurated under 
most favorable auspices. Never was there a 
more beautiful day, the track never was in a 
better condition. and a better day’s racing was 
never seen in the south. 

Every race was a beauty. The horses, ap- 

ently drawing inspiration from the perfect 
track and perfect weather, raced for all that 
was in them, and from start to finish the sport 
was simply all that could be desired.

THE FIRST RACE
